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Natura potentior omnibus iftis. 
OviIp. 
HE knowledge of our- 
| felves has been ever re- 
commended as the firft 
and greateft fource of all true 
wifdom and real happinefs, and 
a thoufand ways have been poin- 
ted out for the attainment of it. 
One method there is, however, 
of coming to a knowledge of 
human nature, which, though 
not lefs worthy to be inculcated 
than any of the reft, has yet, I 
know not how, among the al- 
mott infinite variety of other con- 
fiderations on the fame fubjeét, 
been lefs regarded than it merits, 


T mean, a comparifon of our own 

nature with that of the other 

parts of the animal creation. . 
The great queftion is, who 


fhall make that comparifon?_ 


Shall the brute creation ? No, 
they want the means of convey- 
ing their ideasto us. Shall man 
then? Alas! could it be done 
otherwife for him, the Moralift 
would anfwer No, to that alfo. 
Man is to be fufpected as a party 
concerned, and one who naturally 
will, and who indeed hitherto 
ever has acted with partiality in 
it, keeping no due bounds, nor 


ever fuffering himfelf to be actu- « 


ated by fair unbiaffed reafon, but 
ever by thofe of his own paflions 
and prejudices only, which were 
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firongeft in him at the time: One 
while, thro’ pride, fetting him- 
felf at an awful diftince above 
them all, difdainiag all as if not 
worthy to be efteemed the works 
of the fame creator, and dilui- 
buting to them jwtiuch a portion 


Of faculties and powers as his vi- 


tiated fancy finds at that time 
moft fuiable to the chimerical 
{cheme of caufes and effects It is 
calculating : and at other times 
defponding, milerable and out of 
love with his own being from 
the diftreffes that his own follies 
alone have brought upon it, de- 
bafing himfelf and his own na- 
ture far below ail the cther crea- 
tures, and acculiny and 
nature, for making hin the moit 
Ww retched ¢ cf ail her works. 

The even temper of the true 
moralift ca. tee through at once 
the folly and madneis ef both 
thefe extremes, 2nd, in the cool- 
nefs of histhought, difcern, that 
the real chain of beings is not fo 
unequal, fo deformed, and irre- 

uluras thefe wild accufers would 
juggeit, but that there is in seality 
a near vicinity. between che diffe- 
rent parts of the animal creation, 
and @ne another, and even be- 
tween man, this imagiary fove- 
reign over all, or more imagi- 
narily meaneft and moit wretch- 
edeit of all, and the moft perfect 
(if I may be allowed the expref- 
fion) of his fuppofed fubjects, or 

envied fuperiors ; and that the 
clown differs perhaps lefs from 
his faithfyl dog, than that dog 
from an oyfter. 

Many things there are, it muft 
be allowed, which the human 


and brute nature feem to have in 
common, and tho’ the differences 
that make the grand dittinétion 
between them are infinitely great; 
yet they are, at the fame time, 
fuch as ferve mott regularly to 
keep together the links of that 
amazing chain, which takes in 
all the works of the divine crea- 
tor of the univerte. 

To live, to ad, to take in 
food for nourifhment, to propa- 
gate the fpecies, and finally, to 
die, are all in common with man 
and with his vaffal brutes; and 
yet we well knaw there. have 
farted up a fet of philofophers, 
who have been fo out of love 
with their own nature, that they 
feem not to have perceived this, 
but to have looked upon them- 
delves in fuch a defpicable 
as not to have thought they were 
parts of any chain of beings, but 
2 fpecies fet apart from ali other 
creatures, for difhonour, reproach, 
and milery, afiirming, that man, 
who idly and infolently ufes to 
fiile himielf the lord of the crea- 
tion, is indeed the moft abject 
Creature of it; that he is from his 
very birth an abandoned being, 
left naked on the bare earth, 
without covering, defence, or 
armour, and without innate in- 
ftruction of what to dc, as well 
as without power to do it; 
whereas all the other creatures of 
the world are by bounteous na- 
ture’s felf defended, cloathed, and 
covered with hells and husks, 


with hair and wool, with {cales 


and feathers ; and, by the fame 
careful mother, armed both for 
their defence and their fupport, 
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with teeth, with horns, and ta- 
lons, and taught to f{wim, to 
run, or fly to icek their fafety or 
{upport 5 while man alone can 
neither walk nor fpeak, nor even 
eat, without the tedious help of 
others. But to all this itis eafily 
anfwered, that thefe accufers of 
their great and beneficent creator 
are wrong in every article of their 
charge, and that whatever ad- 
vantages of the bruies they have 
recounted, as peculiar to them, 
and wanting to the human [pe- 
cies, are in reality of the number 
of the things that are common to 
bgth, in different degrees, ac- 
cording to their different necefli- 
ties. 

Our skins are, in regard to the 
manner of living natural to us, 
as fufficiently provided againft the 
injuries of times and feafons as 
theirs; we were not Created to 
live in waters, nor in the wild 
woods and thickets, and there- 
fore want not fcales nor furr; 
and that what it is neccflary for 
us to bear, our skins can bear, is 
plain from this, that there are 
whole nations on the earth who 
never knew what garments meant. 
Natural weapons of defence we 
-Want not, we-have, beyond al- 
mott all other creatures, the ufe 
and agility, of our limbs; and, 
for fpeech, if it be not abfolutely 
natural to us, it is not abfolutely 
neceffary in its. prefent mode of 
ufe, and is what we fhould, with- 
out inftruction, enjoy, in fome 
fort, and. in common with cther 
Parts of the animal creation: and 
let thefe murmurcrs teil me, 
Wherein confifts the digerence be- 
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tween fpeech, and the founds by 
which the brute creation conver{e 
With one another, and even with 
us, by which they complain, re- 
joice, cali others to their affiftance, 
and in the fofteft accents make 
love to One another, and fawn 
and flatter, threaten and entreat 
of us, and underftand us, when 
we by words or by unmeaning 
founds exprefs the fame paflions 
in regard to them. 

“nefe then are the things 
which are in fomie degree com- 
mon to the brates and us, and 
which fhew, that nature, whate- 
ver thefe acculers charge her with, 
has taken at leaft an equal care 
of us with them; bat when we 
come to look hizher, and 
confider the dignity of our 
own nature, and the amazing 
powers and faculties of our own 
fouls, how almoft infinisely is the 
fuperiority on our fide: though 
notwithfanding that, the unpre- 
judiced and impartial eye can fee, 
on the other hand, that in order 
to keep unbroken the links of the 


eternal chain of beings, and bring | 


us to a nearer equality with the 
other works of our great creator, 
there are alfo many, very many 
things, in which beafls have the 
‘advantage greatly of us, in fupe- 
riority of itrength, and prefent 
happine(s. 

The brute creation in genera! 
enjoy a health and ftrength of 
bedy far fupericr tO ours; the 
blind, the deaf, the lame, the 


“mute, the dileas’d, diftorted or 


‘defective, fo conimon, alas! a- 
“Mong us, are rare, as prodigies 


with them, they futer not by 
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the inclemencies of the feafons, 
from which our houfes and diver- 
fity of habits are in vain invented 
to defend us: moderation in diet, 
peace and tranquility of life, a 
plain and open liberty, without 
the burthen of fear, fhame, and 
ceremony, and with thefe the fa- 
cred bleffing innocence, fo rare 
among us, are pleafures they en- 
joy without controul : and to thefe 
pofitive, letus add a chain of nega- 
tive bleflings not inferior ; their ab- 
folute exemption from the multi- 
tude of our vices and diforders, our 
fuperftition, avarice, ambition, en- 
vy, and a long &c. of miferies 
we conftantly entail upon our- 
felves ; and for particular advan- 
tages, who can refrain from al- 
moft envying the nightingale her 
voice, the lark his habitation of 
the empyrean air, which he each 
morning enjoys, and fings eter- 
nally the praifes of it and his 
creator ; and the fifh his tranquil 
dwelling in the lucid wave? And 
when we pride ourfelves above 
all thefe advantages in the power 
of reafon and reflection which we 
arrogantly afflume to ourfelves 
alone, how are we {ure the brutes 
enjoy them not, in different de- 
grees, in common alfo with us? 
Many, and many great men too, 
have thought they do; and, to 
name no more the ftoics, Demo- 
crites, Anaxagoras, Plutarch, 
and the famed Galen affirmed it 
in their time, and proved it by 
arguments judged unanfwerable ; 
and this muft be acknowledged, 
that however they are influenced, 
they certainly do many things 
apparently from reafon apd te- 
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fle€tion, which it would even 
have been an hononr to ourfelves 
to have done before them. 

The fox, before he will pafs a 
frozen river, lays down his ear 
clofe to the ice, to find whether 
the water is to be heard running 
under it, and determines accord- 
ingly, whether it is fafe to go or 
not; and the T'hracians, who ufe 
the fame method of judging on 
the like occafions, profefs their 
anceftors learned it of that ani- 
mal, 

The unhappy adventure of 
Thales’s mule is well known, 
who leflening accidentally his 
load of falt by falling into the 
water, had the fagacity to try the 
fame experiment with his next 
burthen, but that happening to be 
of wool, inftead of leffening in- 
creafed fo much in weight by 
wetting, that it cured him from 
any more experiments of that 


kind. 


Plutarch tells us, that he fawa 
dog throw ftones into a pipe of 
oil, that it might rife high enough 
to be in his reach ; and the crows 
in Barbary are known to ufe the 


fame means, when neceffary, to 


get at water. 

The elephant, if his companion 
fall into a ditch, will throw in 
beams and arms of trees for him 
to get out by : ‘and the blind afs 
that draws the water from the 
deep wells in many parts of this 
kingdom, when he has gone the 
number of rounds neceffary to 


bring up the bucket, will not go 
another were you to beat his 


brains out. 


Plutarch 
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Plutarch tells us of a dog that 
‘counterfeited the agonies of death, 
the ftiffnefs of the carcafs in 1it, 
and the recovering from its and 
that better, according to his ac- 
count, than the notableft of our 
harlequins : and we yearly fee 
the ant, for fear his winter's ftore 
of corn fhould be loft, by fhoot- 
ing into growth, gnaw off the 
germ, by which alone it could 
vepetate. 

‘Thefe, and a thoufand other 
like obfervations cannot be de- 
nied ; but lordly man, who will 
maintain his great prerogative 
over all, endeavours to deftroy all 
conclufions from them, by faying. 
they are not the efi& of reafon 
and reflection, but of inttinét 
only, and pofitively adds, that 
the brutes have no ufe of thofe 
powers, nor the leaft command 
of their ideas, to order them, 
and recollect by their means 
things abfent, and reafon on 
them, as if before them, as the 
foul of man eternally is doing. 

To this it may be anfwered, 
that few know what they mean 
by inftinct when they name it, 
and that indeed, inftead of dero- 
gating from the honour of tlie 
brute creation, by allowing them 
this in the place of reafon, we 
give them fomething infinitely 
greater and more glorious ; it is 
beyond all difpute, and beyond 
all comparifon, more noble and 
more approaching to the natere 
of the divine perfection, to act by 
innate than by acquird know- 
ledge, and furely infinitely more 
igtorious to be direéted by the im- 
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mediate hand of God, than by 
our own weak faculties, 

And, in anfwer to the other 
objections, it may be urged, that 
the brutes have the power of re. 
prefenting to themfelves things 
abfent, as is moft evident from 
their various emotions in fleep. 
The horfe, accuflomed to the 
field, will, fleeping in his peace- 
ful ftable, groan and tremble as 


if in the heat of a battle, imagin- 


ing that he heass the drum, the 
trumpet, and the roaring of the 
cannon. The hare in her fleep 
will pant, lift up her fcut, and 


fhake her quivering legs, as if — 


purfued. The greyhound feems, 
in dreams, to have the hare be- 
fore him : and the faithful and 
vigilant maftiff will, ftretched at 
eafe before a kitchen fire, {narl, 
grow], and even bark, as if a 
thief or beggar were before him. 

T hefe are the reafoning powers, 
if they may be fo called, of 
brutes, and thefe the proofs of 
them; but when our impartial 
judgments have allowed them 
thefe, they are, alas! but a poor 
faint glimmering to that brighe 
funfhine and full day of reafon in 
the immortal foul of man: bat 
that, it is alfo yet to be obferved, 
is not without its allay of mifery, 
and though it gives us the means 
of glory and eternal happinefs, is 
yet initfelf naturally and neceffa- 
rily alfo the fource of a thoufand 
torments to us, which the brutes 
have no knowledge of. Our fa- 


perior reafon, or at leaft our-abufe 
of it, is the original fource of all 


‘our vitious paflions, of all..our 


troubles, 
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troubles, of all our lafting mife- 
ries, and of thofe torments of the 
human mind, terror, irrefotution, 
doubt, defpair, and a thoufand 
other anxieties the beatts feel no- 
thing of, merely for want of it. 
Man alone firefees approaching 
danger, or dijtin€ily remembers 
ait; man alone lives in conti- 
nual dread of death, becaufe man 


calone knows that he is to die. 
‘The lamb has no idea that the 


butcher’s knife is going to be 
plunged into his throat; the 
horfe, fatigued with the labour 
of the day, forefves not that he 1s 
to awaken to the fame to mor- 
row; the hog cf Pyrrho eat his 
food in peace in the fhip in the 
midft of a tempeit, while the 
men were al] praying, trembling, 
{weating for fear, and expecting 
every moment to go to the bot- 


‘tom: and, to arife from thefe 


to the lower clafives of our own 
foecies, we find thofe moit happy 
who pofefs the faculties of the 
foul in the weaker degrees; and 
the wife man ever acknowledg- 


‘ing the eafier condition of the 
fool. 


Thefe faculties, which we are 
fo apt to boait of, feem then at 


length, upon the whole, denied 


to the brutes, in mercy, and for 
the fake of their happinefs, and 
civen to man for his torment, 


‘and the affliction cf his life. 


What then are we to judge from 
all? Why the leffon is fhort, 
plain, and unanfwerable that 


“we are not to look on the enjoy- 
‘ment, but the proper ufe of theie 
“Rings, as bleflings; nor this life, 


as the end and aim of our being 3 
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but to know, that our true fupe- 
rlority over the birds of the air, 
and the beatts of the field, confitts 
not in thefe imaginary points of 
preeeminence, but in our peculiar 
power of exercifing the facred, 
focial, and domeitic virtues; in 
our fenie of the glory, greatnefy, 
and other attributes of the divine 
being, the cre.tor and difpofer of 
us and all things ; in our know- 
ledge of our duty, and our alli- 
ance, in fome degree, to the 
great fource of all perfection ; in 
our claim to immortality : anda 
confciencioufnefs of this true fu- 
periority over the other works of 
the fame creator on this earth, 
Ought to influence our minds to a 
continual gratitude and adoration 
of his mercy, a tendernefs and 
compailion, and even a kind of 
reverence to every other creature | 
to whom it has pleafed his infinite 
mercy to give life, and to make 
that happinefs and immortality in 
our reach, the end and utmott 
aim of all our actions.

SiR, 
I write to you out of the over- 


flowings of a heart full of 


afftiction and mifery, on a fub- 
ject, in which I know not, in- 
deed, what relief I can hope for ; 
but think it may be a worthy of- 
fice toward the publick, to give 
you the hiftory of my prefent 
misfortunes, that by your means 
it may be hung up in terrorem to 
the unguarded youth of this po- 
pulous and vicious city, 


Tt is now forty-five years, Sir, ' 


fince I remember myifelf left by 
the death of an indulgent father, 
friendlefs, and deftitute, to feek 
my fortune, as people call it, in 
the world ; all that my dying 
parent could bequeath me, was 
nis admonitions and virtuous ad- 
vice: a little legacy, as it may 
appear perhaps to many; bat I 
am proud to fay, that to me it 
has proved a great and moft va- 
luable one; fince to it entirely 
I owe, that J have lived in repu- 
tation, in eafe, and in fufficient 
plenty ever fince. My own fa- 
mily has, fince the death of a 
very good wife, been reduced to 
juft what his was for fome years 
before his death, an only fon. I 
have endeavoured, Sir, to follow 
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my father’s exccllent example, 


‘and inculcate continually into 


this youth’s heart the kffons and 
precepts I yet remember, with 
the greateft reverence, to have 
received from him; and have 
had the happinefs to find him 
every day more and more pro- 
mife, that they would be the 
tule of his life and aGions. 

‘The boy is now almoft fixteen ; 
and about four months fince, I 
with great fatisfaction put him 
into a way of life, and that with 
a {um of money, both very great, 
indeed, for the fon of a man in 
my ftate; I bound him, Sir, an 
apprentice to an eminent and 
worthy merchant in this neigh- 
bourhood. The profpe&, in- 
deed the certainty of his being 
able to pafs happily through life, 
from this fetting out, made me, 
with the utmoit readinefs, do 
every thing In my power towards 
it; infhert, with the greatelt 
tisfaCtion paid down to his 
snafter with him the whole ftock 
of money that the frugality of a 
feries of years had faved, out of 
what I had earned, amounting to 
no lefs than two hundred and 
fifty pounds. 

itis not eafy for me to cefcribe 
to you the pleature it has been to 
me fince, to find my little for- 
tune fo well beftowed, or the 
daily fatisfacition I took in heare 
ing his maiter fay, how foberly 
and carefully he attended to his 
bufinefs. ‘This was my happi- 
nefs, and thefe my daily plea- 
fures, till that, to me, ever to be 
Jamented day, the fecond of thefe 
late holy-cays, as we unthink- 


ingly call them, even while they 
are {pent in nothing but vices and 
debauchery. 

My fon’s matter allowed him 
the two days after Chriftmas, to 
{pend at his pleature ; and, inthe 
firit of them, according to an 
uiual cuitom in the city, he re. 
ceived, in difftrent fums, from 
the perfons his matter traded 
with, no lefs than twenty-four 
guineas, and fome filver: this 
was fuch a fum as he had never 
before been poffefled of, and gave 
him great ideas of his future hap- 
pineis: he acquainted his matter 
with it, with great acknowledg- 
ments, after which, he put the 
filver into his pocket, laid by the

waked 
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walced laft night at midnight from 
thefe delightful imaginations by a 
loudkknocking at my door, and the 
repeated oaths and imprecations 
of a blafphemous rout about it. 
J vot up, Sir, to enquire into the 
caule; when hearing, to my ter- 
ror and aftonifhment, my dear 
fon’s voice among them, I ran 
down without cloaths, and, open- 
ing the door, received my poor 
boy, reeling with drink, and 
faggering with faintnefs for lofs 
of blood, which was running 
from him by a!lmoft twenty 
Wounds. You may mere eafily 
conceive my amazement, my 
terrors, and affliction at. this 
dreadful fight, than I relate 
hem. I fent in hatte for a fur- 
géon, had his wounds dreffed, 
and put him into another bed, 
that nothing might dilturb him. 
Words cinnot paint my di- 
firefs, my ciftraction, all the 
night; his foilv, his misfortune, 
and his lying from his imafter’s 
houfe, gave me mifery too great 
for all defcription. Early in the 
morning I rofe, and went to his 
bed fide, entreating him to get 
up, and return, however little 
able, to his worthy mafter, and 
make atonement for this fatal flip, 
with double diligence and‘ fo- 
bricty for the future: but what 
Was my amazement, when, in 
anfwer to this, lifting up his eyes 
to heaven, he only replied; My 
Only mifery is, that I did not 
die; I thought I received wounds 
enough for it: had I defired lift, 
Thad loft it: I never mutt return 
tomy mafter! I was flruck dumb 
with this, but fixed my eyes upon 


him, unable to queftion him a- 
bout any thing ; when he conti- 
need, Alafs ! my father, do not 
Icok upon me with that fondnefs 
your only happine’s muft be now 
to hate me; and that you may

of yefterday. | 
Paffions, too great for utterance, 
Izeep me filent, while the unhap- 
py youth, with tears of a fincere 
repentance, gave me the ftory of 
his rain in the following words. 
Yefterday morning, continued 
he, my kind and worthy mafter 
bid me take the day to myfelf, 
and {pend it in the ufual innocent 


diverfions of the feafon. The 


fear of ijl company prevented me 
from joining with any of the ap- 
prentices in the neighbourhood ; 
and, in the innocence of my 
heart, I determined to ramble the 
town over alone with my little 
filver in my pocket, and fee and 
allow myfelf all the harmlefs di- 
verfions the ftreets afford us on 
thefe days; whatever picture 
fhewed a fight to be f2en withing 
I went in and faw it; and wher. 
ever I fee a clutter of people, I 
walked up to them to {ee their 
diveriion. The firft knot of this 
kind I obferved, was around a 
paltry gaming table, decided by 
the turning round of a hand like 
that of a dials; here the mafter 
of the table promifed largely the 
advantages of the play; but I 


had wit enough to know he could 


not live by loiies, and no want of 
money to tempt me to try for di- 
verfion that way.

pardon my crimes. But, alas! 
before I reached ‘Temple-bar, 
the finifher of all my diltraGtion, 
avery beautiful young lady, met 
mre, and enticed mc to her houfe, 
I am afhamed to tell you, Sir, 
of my wickednefs there ; but 
the effect of it is, that you fee 
me itriped of every thing, and 
almoft murdered by the villains 
who robed me of my bank notes. 
And [ have too much reafon to 
believe, loaded with a venerhous 
and terrible difeafe into the bar- 
gain. 

Here he ended —— And par- 
don me, Sir, here I mutt end 
alfo, grief will not let me hold 
my pen longer than to add, that 
I with this ftory of his ruin may 
prevent a thoufand others.

ANY of your friends, I 

can affure you, have 
greatly difpleafed, at fecing fome 
of the differtations that have 
appeared in your Magazine for 
2 or 3 Months endeavour- 
ing to explode divine miracles, 
for the fuke of fagacious folut- 
ons by huinan occurrences, how- 
ever ingenious aud taking things 
of this kind may be to the polite 
taite of our modern wits. I 
have been in continual hopes of 
fecing them one day or other 
confidered by fome of thofe per- 
fons, that ought to be patrons 
and protectors of fuch truths as 
are of the greateft importance 5 
(I mean miracies) and not fuffer 
any defigning fophift to infecble 
the validity of the beft of hitto- 
ries in the world. But as no- 
thing of this kind has yet been 
done, | beg your leave to -under- 
take the office myfelf, 

I am greatly concerned for 
fach cunning criticks, who czn’t 
employ their leifure hours and 
learning better than in fifting for 
and fearching after fynonymeous 
words, and ambiguous exprei- 
fions, purely tofabyert rhe reay 
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meaning of wonderfel, diftin- 
guifhing and certai truths, as 
the diflertation on E/ijch’s ravens, 
in your Magazine for Augutt lait, 
pag. 221. tends to do. 

The tendency of iuch difcourfes 
ave very pernicious. And this dt. 
rectly oppofes the facred page, 
that exprefsly fays,——=—That the 
Lord ordered by the brook 
Cherith, there to take his abode 
for a time, telling him he had 
commanded the ravens to feed bin 
there; and accordingly he went, 
and there the divine - directed 
ravens brought him drecd and 
foo in the morning, and the like 
in the evening, Could there be 
any thing in the world better 
concerted and contrived, than 
the place, and the manner of the 
prophet’s fupplies, in a time when 
every one was exafperated againkt 
him, for the calamity he had 
brought on the land? Why 
fhould the orebins be introduced 
to fupply the place of the ravens, 
butonly to prejudice and {ubborn 
holy Scripture, and bring it on 
a level with prophane hittories. 

Abebh was highly incenfed a- 
eainit the prophet, for telling 
him peremptorily to his face-—— 
That there fooll act be dew nor 
rein thefe years but according to 
my cvord. For we find immediately 
afer he was gone, that Ahab 
difpatched his fervants and mef- 
fengers to all parts of his king- 
dom, and other neighbouring 
nations, with whom he had ftrong 
alliances, and in whom he could 
thoroughly confide, namely, the 
king of Tyre his father-in-law, 
the king of Moab tributary to 


him, king Jehofhaphat his friend 
and relation, and the king of 
Edom dependant on Jehofhaphat, 
with promifes of large and ample 
rewards, and preferments, to any 
perfon, who fnould detect him, 
and bring him to punifhment : 
and left any fhould fecrete him 
from the fcrutiny, he caufed all 
to give in their oath, that they 
fond him vot, nor knew where 
he was ; by which it is apparently 

ranifelt, that they did moft cer- 
tainly ufe their greateft interef 
on king Ahab’s behalf, in mak- 
in>, the ftricteft fearch imaginable 
for him. 

Now °tis very furprizirg, and 
not to be parallelled, that the 
whole city of Orbo, fhould be fo 
very uncorrupt, as to combine 
and unite together in lezgue fo 
inviclable, as to forfwear them- 
felves, and reject the offers of a 
king, for the fake of one poor, 
defpifed prophet, lurking iafome 
hole, or abiding under fome 
neighbouriag covert ; they them- 
felves, then, fuffering under the 
fevere calamity of the parching 
and famithing feafon, and know- 
ing him to be the fole caufe 
thereof ! 

But, allowing fome few were 
privy to his retreat only ; is it 
reafonable to imagine, that two 
perfons, favice every day, zorn- 
ing and evening, fhould trudge 
out of the city, with bag fand 
basket, and not be taken notice 
of, or fufpected in thofe inquifi- 
tive times? Why rather fhould 
they not have carried enough at 
once, to have lafted him a week 
or a month, and not have exe 
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‘pofed themfelves sevice every 
day to the view of a nice obferv- 
ing, and then, anxious and di- 
ftreffed people? How illy does 
it comport with a divine pro- 
phet’s difpofition and manner of 
life, to be ¢awice every day ftuffed 
with fuch unfeeming quantity of 
victuals, as two people could 
handfomely convey him? It 
would have been as much, or 
rather more than he_ poflibly 
could have difpenfed with, al- 
Jowing him voracioufly craming, 
and greedily ftuffing his carcafs 
without intermiffion; and this 
too, whilft his dear country was 
languifhing and ftarving under 
the fevere famine. A beautiful 
light indeed to place the man of 
God in ! 

On the other hand (and what 
is the indubitabile truth) how eli- 
gible, how becoming the dignity 
of an almighty mandate (and al- 
together reafonable to the exi- 
gence) is it to confider thofe airy 
purveyors, in their daily employ- 
ments, Carrying their morfels 
twice every day to the holy Seer’s 
filent retreat! Morfels no doubt 
but juft fufficient for his bodily 
fuftenance and fupport ; fuch as 
fatisfy devout and refined fouls, 
whofe greater and better part, 
is taken up with exalted and 
noble contemplations on confum- 
mate happinefs, very fhortly to 
come ; and fuch as thofe adapt 
attendants could eafily convey ! 
How proper were they for the 
Almighty’s purpofes in this cut- 
ting time ! Solitary birds whofe 
haunts, whofe delight are in lone- 
fome places, retired woods, by 
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running ftreams and murmuring 
brooks, the very place whcre 
the Almighty ordered the pro- 
phet! fo wonderfully regular is 
the Almighty in all his works ! 

As to the uncleannefs of thefe 
animals, and their not being able 
to find the concealed Scer, thele 
are objections too weak to need a 
confutation ; only I would an- 
fwer the latter, by asking how 
came the lion to find out the too 
eafy-deluded prophet, that was 
returning from Bethel, after his 
fevere meflage to Jeroboam? 
And to the former by faying, we 
very often find inftances of the 
ceremonial law being difpenfed 
with, by the great Lawgiver 
himfelf. Or if it be furthcr de- 
manded, whence they had their 
daily fupply (i. e.) bread and 
flefh; I would again ask, from 
whence had the fatigued pros 
phet that refrefhing baken cake 
in the wildernefs, when he was 
ordered by the Lord to go to 
mount Horeb? 

That it was not Arabian mer- 
chants, as fome have vainly fug- 
geited, the learned Bochart has 
fufficiently proved, and that the 
original word never fignified mere 
chant. And now with whatever 
triumphant air the gentleman has 
proferibed the ravens to their 
nefis, would humbly infranchife 
them again to their divine em- 
ployment, as they ftand recorded 
in holy writ, to magnify the 
name of the moft High, and 
fhew his wondrous works in his 
creation, that all creatures, when 
beckoned to duty by omnipo- 
tence, muft ferve the peculiar 
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commandment given them, by him 
that created them! 


The other two differtations of 


Samfon’s foxes, and + Balaam’s 
allegorical vifion, {o prettily per- 
verted to the fame gentleman’s 
tafte, have the fame malignant 
aim of invalidating the divine 
hiftory. But I am very apt to 
believe St. Peter knew abundant- 
ly better of, and was more ac- 
quainted with Balaam’s furprizing 
adventure in his time, than thefe 
modern wifemen, whofe brains 
are too full of fuch allegorical 
chimeras. ‘The apoftle has made 
ufe of the fad, as a fimile (1. e.) 
avhich have forfuken the right 
aay, andare gone aftray, follows 
ing the way of Bulaam the fon of 
Bofor, who loved the wazes of 
unrizhteoufne/s 3 but was reproved 
the dumb afs 
Speaking with man’s voice forbad 
the madnefs of the prophet. 

And had the gentleman met 
with Samfon’s exploit recorded 
in any hiftory, befides the Di- 
vine, he would not, I believe, 
have hefitated at the fact, or 
looked on it as a thing at all 
incredible. Who don’t believe 
thofe famous authors, that tell 
us, that Lucius Syila, when pra- 
tor, ordered no lefs than an 
hundred lions to be fhewed at 
once on the amphitheatre, and 
Julius Czfar, when dictator, four 
hundred ; and Probus the empe- 
ror exhibited, at that one{pectacle, 
one thoufand oftriches, one thou- 
fand ftags, one hundred Lybian

pards? And why not Samfon, 
with the affiftance of his friends, 
procure fo {mail a number as 
three hundred foxes, or crea- 
tures like ‘em, in a country too, 
which, as a learned { author 
fays, abounded with foxes, or 
creatures refembiing them, that 
ulually went in herds of two or 
three hundred together? and 
might therefore be very eafily 
tiken by {fnares, nets, pitfalls, 
and made of by him to 
revenge himfelf on his mortal 
enemies.

various verfions, befide the com- 
mon one, have been given by 
different great men to the fame 
words, merely from the different 
fenfes of the root before men- 
tioned; and the fame thing has 
been the occafion of what otver 
differences there have been in the 
different parts of other verfions. 
But what an unworthy ufe it is 
making of learning and inge-

N the north-wet parts of 

Scotland, in the reign of 
Malcolm, and cotemporary with 
the ufurper Alacheth, whole hi- 
ftory our immortal Shake/pear has 
made the fubjeét of one of his 
tragedies, there lived two young 
noblemen, at the head of two 
parties, the mortal enemies of 
one another. Scarce a week paf- 
fed, at thofe times when the fa- 
milics Were near one another, 
without accounts of rapes, of 
duels, and of private murthers ; 
for the hatred was fo univerially 
itrong thro’ the whole muliitude, 
that from the lord to the meanelt 
fervant, all thought it a merit 
and an honour to injure, even in 
the moft difhoneit manner, any 
body that belonged in any degree 
to the enemy’s party. 

The names of the two young 
noblemen, at this time at the 
head of thefe parties, were Seaton 
and Kéxtair; the former, a 
youth of a moit promiling genius 
and creat abilities, Joined to great 
inteyrity, and an earneft love of 
virtue; his hereditary hatred to 
the Kintairs was, in fhort, the 
Only thing that could fully his 
character ; and that he governed 
in {uch a manner, that haditnot 
been for the temper of hisenemy, 
the world faw tne family quarrel 
might have been made up be- 
tween them, and a deal of mifery 
and bicodfhed prevented to the 


country ; but fuch was -the im- 
p'acable hatred and native crueliy 
of the young Kinrair, that all 
offers of this kind in his life muft 
have been vain, and could only 
have expofed the goodnefs of the 
offerer to the imputations of weak- 
nefs, cowardice, and fear. The 
violent Kintair was in his temper 
bloody, revengeful, pitylefs, and 
favagely crue], to adegree {carce 
to be conceived; yet all thefe 
violent pafiions and ali his hatred 
to the Seaton family, could not 
prevent his falling in love, at 
firft hght, with one of that houfe, 
indeed the fitter, tho’ he at firlt 
knew it not, of the very lord he 
hated to implacably. 

This lady, whoie name was 
Margaret, had not only a 
very charming perfon; but the 
innate virtues of her foul dif. 
played themtelves outwardly in 
her face and whole deportiment, 
and gave her an air and manner 
not to be refitled; fhe and a twin 
fitter, fo like her inevery feature 
and lineament of face, that they 
were not eafily to be known afun- 
der, thefe were the oly relations 
of the young Seaton 5 and, with 
him, made ail the remainder of 
that noble ard antient family. | 

Opportunities of mecting, itis 
ealy to imagine, were not very 
frequent between thefe two fami- 
lies, eipecially between the heads 
of them: in fhort, it happened 
that the rough had never 
feen this lady, till oae evening as 
fhe was returning on horfeback 
from a vifit to a friend at fome 
miles diftance, met her, as he 
Was going crofs the country, at- 

tended 
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tended by half a dozen fervants, 
to a party of diveriion. The 
moment he beheld her, he ftop- 
ped his horfe, ordered as polite a 
meffage as he could distate to be 
delivered to her, and begged he 
might have leave to fpeak to 
her: the lady lighted from her 
horfe, and readily admitted him:

man of the country ; for that he 
was the lord Kintair. The lady, 
who had till that word heard 
him with a down.-cait look, and 
a face covered with a blufh of 
now immediately leap- 
ed on her horfe again, and told 
him; Young lord, a word will 
anfwer vou; my name 1s Mar- 
garet Seaton. And, with thefe 
words in her mouth, left him, 
and went on her journey. 

Words are too faint to defcribe 
the conflict of raging paffions in 
the breaft of the wild Ayxtair, on 
this occafion 3 love, anger, pride, 
revenge, the loft hopes of enjoy- 

nent of the lady, and the difdain 
of a refufal, all combating toge- 
ther in his breaft, left him no room 
at firft for words, or for a refo- 
lution : he threw himfelf on the 
ground, and tore up the very earth 
in agony: at length arifing ina 
fury, he bad his fervants follow, 
and bring her and her attendants 
back to him: they were not got 
far, however, before he changed 
his opinion; and, thinking of 
the uncertainty of their fuccefs, 
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as the lady’s attendants were 
equal to them in number, and 
determining to truft his revenge 
to nobody but himfelf, mounted 

his horfe, and followed them. 
Love and revenge gave him 
Wings, as it were ; he foon over- 
took his own fervants, and, 
quickly after, the lady Margaret 
and hers: here he rode up to her, 
and addreffed himfelf to her a - 
fecond time in thefe words: In- 
folent idiot, did you imagine 
you could efcape me thus, and 
that I would let you go home to 
make your brother fport with my 
entreatics, and your proud refu- 
fal ? no! Think,not that I would 
marry the fitter of a man I hate; 
or be the fcandalous means, by a 
boyifh pafilion, of making up an 
enmity, which has fo juit a caufe 
as that between our families ; and 
which, I hope, will be eternal. 
‘There 1s a fhorter way for me to 
fatiate my defires with you ; and 
one that gives me too a double 
pleafure ; that feeds at once my 
hatred, and my love, and gives 
me the nobleft revenge on all 
your houfe, that my hate can 
even Wifh : with thefe words, he 
gave the fignal of murder to iis 
attendants ; who deftroyed all 
the unhappy lady’s fervants, af- 
ter a fhort conflict; during 
which, the inhuman lord ra- 
vifhed their miferable miftrefs. 
Within a moment after this, tho’ 
tco late, alas ! to prevent it, a 
party of near an hundred of the 
Seatons appeared upon a neigh- 
bouring hill; they, however, 
faw nothing of this ; but the fa- 
vage ravilher, fearing to be over- 
powered 
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powered by numbers, mounted 
his horfe, and with his attendants 
rode off in hatte through the 
woods. The Seatcns pafled an- 
other way ; and the wretchod 
lady was ina moment leit alone, 
encompaffed with the horrors of 
her own fate, the carcafes of her 
murthered fervants, and the 
bloody weapons of the marther- 
ers, Which their hafte to get away, 
on fight of the other party, had 
made them leave behind them. 
Her firft refclution was, to end 
her iife and mifery together, by 
plunging one of the Gaggers in 
her own bOfom ; but religion 
forbidding that, and her own 
Shame preventing her retarning 
home, fhe came to a final reio- 
lution, of hiding herfelf from the 
world for ever; and picking up 
the weapons to lay before her, as 
an eternal remembrance of the 
horrid {fcene, made her way toa 
diftant cottage, where fhe told 
her ftory ; and, giving to the poor 
honeft hinds her meney, jewels, 
and whatever elfe of value fhe 
had about her, {wore them to an 
eternal fecrefy, and conjured 
them to let her {pend the remain- 
der of a miferable life with 
them, 

‘The bloody Kiztair, as foon 
as he had got to a place of fafety, 
fat Cown with his attendants, 
exulted with them io the fuccets 
of his monftrous villany, and 
{wore he never tailed the plea- 
fures of revenge before; he 
praiied their courage, gave them 
a number of prefents, and pro- 
mifed them a thoufand more ; 
and finally, bound himieif in an 
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affociation with trem, to make 
them his companions, and his 
friends for ever ; and give them 
all eftates, provided they joined 
heartily with him in profecuting a 
{cene of vengeance, which he told 
them he had now concerted ; and 
of which this was but the aalpi- 
cious beginning. All were proud 
of the honour their lord did them 
and all, with the fevereit impre- 


cations, entered into the affocia- 


tion he promoted, of never reft- 
ing till the whole family of the 
Seatons, which, as I have before 
obferved, confifted now of three 
perfons only, fhould be extiné. 
Friends and brothers in re- 
venge, faid Kixtair on this, hear 
me now, and know the firft flep 
to my defign is this: the lady 
Whom I have enjoyed mauft pe- 
rifh ; this muit be the fir done 3 
and you thail then fee, and be 
furprized at my concerted ven- 
geance. I had not ipared her 
then, but for the party that we 
faw above us3 but now the def- 
perate attempt muit be to feize 


her again e’er fhe get home, and 


Jaill her on the fpot where I en- 
joyed her: this compleats my 
yet unfinithed vengeance on her, 
and leads you belide to a fcene 
of complicated mifchief, with 
which my brain is fall; but 
which youcan yet have no tdea of, 
"LT hewords wereno fooner uttered, 
but all were up, and ready for 
the enterprize; and made that 
hatte, that they foon got for- 
warder than fhe could poffibly 
have been by that time, had fhe 
continued her journey homeward 3 
here they punched on a thick 

wood, 
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wood, through which the road 
to the callle of the Seatozs lay, 
and waited for the unfortunate 
lady. She poor creature was 
otherwife employed than they 
Imagined 5 but her fifter the lady 
Jane, unfortunately for her, had 
the fame day been abroad to ‘fome 
littie ane and returning home 
jn the duck of the evening alone, 
the villains immediately ieized on 
her, and, according to the orders 
of their lord, carried her to the 
fatal place where the rape and 
murther had been before com- 
mitted. It was late in the night 
before they arrived there ; and 
the moon thining brizht, the di- 
ftracted ay Margaret had left 
her cotta and wandered to 
weep hee we at the fatal 
place where the horrid act had 
been committed ; the was here 
tolling herfelf on tne ground, 
and making the rocks and woods 
refound with her diftrac¢ted cries, 
when the murtherers approached 
with their unhappy prey; the 
trampling of horfes, the oaths 
and blafphemies of the company, 
and the known voice of the ha- 
ted Kiatair terrified the unfortu- 
nate lady Margaret fo, that fhe 
crept among bufhes and thorns 
that wounded her tender skin as 
fhe pafied on at every ftep, tll 
fhe came to a thicket, behind 
which fhe refted to liften to the 
noife of thefe abandoned ruffians. 
They were now come to the piace, 
and the fervants throwing down 
the unfortunate and miitaken 
victim of their fury, whofe mouth 
they had before ftoped, and tyed 
overwith handkerchiefs, to prevent 
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her outeries, no voice was heard 
but of the favage Kintair, who, 
walking up to her, cried in an 
infulting tone, We were prevented, 
lady, this morning, but here is 
now a favour that you fhall own 
{trikes you to the heart: with 
thefe words he plunged his {word 
into her bofom, and ended her 
life, without difcovering his mi- 
flake. As foon as the unfortunate 
Jady fell, the inhuman murtherer 
feating himfelf on her body, yet 
{truggling in the agonies of death, 
faid to his attendants, Now, 
friends, hear the utmoft of my 
intentions ; Alarm you the neigh- 
bouring villages with cries of 
murther ; thefe other bodies are 
yet warm, and they fhall be 
made to believe all fell together ; 
Pll join in the croud that firit 
comes, and do you, Farquarfon, 
({peaking to one of his fervants) 
mount the fwifteft horfe, and, as 
you fee us approach, ride with 
your utmoft {peed towards Season 
caitle, then round the heath, and 
join us, and you fhall be rejoiced 
at what my revenge thall make 
of this. Immediately all fepa- 
rated to the worl; and the af- 
flicted lady Margaret took that 
opportunity to get back to her 
cottage: fhe was fearce there, 
when the whole country was 
raifed ; the bloody Kintair joined 
the mob; and Farquarfon, when 
they came in fight, fled, as he 
was ordered, before them; Kin- 
tair purfued him, with a number 
of the clowns ; and when he was 
got from them, that monfter of 
villany returned, and aflured, and 
perfuaded his followers, that it 
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was lord Seatex who fled before 
them. The clowas, willing to 
fhew their difcernmeat, agreed to 
aman, that they knew him all 
the way he went, and knew the 
horfe he rode on; and on now 
viewing the bodies of the mur- 
thered perfons, the abandoned 
Kintair perfuaded every body, 
that this Seaton had debauched 
his filter, and brought her hither, 
where, with the affiftance of his 
other fervants, he had murthered 
her, and all that were there pre- 
fent. His own people, it is eafy 
to imagine, joined readily to this, 
and the reit were foon brought 
over to fcllow their opinion ; and 
as fcon as Kintair found this, he 
made them a long declamation on 
the horror of the crime, and per- 
fuaded them all to follow him 
immediately to the next large 
town, and relate before the ma- 
giftracy what they had feen, His 
perfuafions, and the rewards he 
promifed to all that would go 
with him, made every one pre- 
fent follow; and immediately 
they fet forward, tho’ in the 
night, and never itopped or ftay- 
ed ull they arrived at the end of 
their journey. All the way, as 
they went on, the villainous Kin- 
tair’s attendants extolled the ge- 
nerofity, the goodnefs, <nd love 
of juitice their mafter fhewed in 
this; and partly by thefe praifes, 
and partly by promifed rewards 
to all that fhould be able to give 
material evidences againit the 
murtherers, the clowns were led 
into forming a thoufand circum- 
ftances, all pofitive, againit the 
Pretended muztherer. Waen they 
i 
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arrived at the town, it happened 
that the magiftracy was at that 
time fitting : they were all re- 
joiced at this, and wentin a body 
to the hall; and, demanding (on 
account of the horrid enormity of 
the crime they came to give evi- 
Cence in, an immediate audience) 
were admitted. The arch-devil 
Kintair entering at their head, 
recounted to the magifliacy the 
ftory he had before concerted, 
and fwore to the idenuty of the 
perfon he accufeds his fervants 
ail followed his example, and, 
unwilling not to fay fomething 
from their own knowledge, each 
fingled cut {ome one by name of 
the innocent Seatons fervants, 
whom they accufed of the mur- 
ther of the attendants; and the 
clowns joining their pofitive oaths 
to the fame facts, and many 
other forged circumfiances, the 
abfent Seaton and 1ix of his atten- 
dants were accufed of a moit hor- 
rid marther, on the pofitive oaths 
of more than thirty perfons, who 
all declared tnemfclves to have 
been eye-witnelfes of the 
they alledged againit them. 

The innocent lord Seaton 
knew nothing of any part of this 
fatal tragedy, but was returning 
to his cafile with fome of his fer- 
vants, from a fhort journey he 
had taken to meet his fitters, 
when he was feized by the ofi- 
cers of juitice fent to apprehend 
him: all circumitances are con-. 
{trued imto,meaning by people 
pofie fled an opinion ; and, ac- 
cordingly, this enhappy 
being now found returning with 
a nuinber of his feryants irom 
that 
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that part of the country where 


the murther had been committed, 
was looked on asa proof of his 


‘having been committing it; and 


the agonies of grief, afionifhment, 
and horror with which he re- 
ceived the news of the death of 
his beloved fiiter, and his fer- 
vants, were conitrued into con- 
feflions of his guilt. 

The miftake of the two filters 
was never found out ; and the 
pofitive oaths of all the acculers, 
that it was lady Margaret that 
was murthered, made it not at 
That unfortunate 
lady was glad of the miftake, 
wifhing, fince the rape, for no- 
thing but to be unknown to the 
whole worlds and looking on 
this as the moft fecure of all 
the means of being fo, would 
never, had fhe not afterwards 
felt the then neceflity that com- 
pelled her to it, have declared 
herfelf to the world. 

A fhort journey brought the 
accufed lord before the magi- 
firacy ; he entered the room be- 
fore they expected him, and im- 
mediately on his appearance all 
the aecufers renewed their oaths, 
that he and his attendants who 
were now with him, were the 
very perfons who had commited 
the murthers ; and the vile Kin- 
tair made a long harangue to the 


court, aggravating in the ftrengelt 


manner the horror of the crime, 
and adding a thoufand reproach- 
es. When he had dane, the ac- 
cufed lord advanced 1 sward his 
judges with a fettled countenance. 
and looking with difdain on his 
accufer, and on his judges with 
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that modeft, but intrepid confi. 
dence, that confcious innocence 
ever gives, fpoke in the follow. 
ing manner : 


My Lords and Judges, 
View with an impartial eye 
the conduct of my pait life, and 


you will determine I cannot but’ 


be innocent of the horrid crimes 
T aro acculed of, and that I am 
fo, be it fufficient that I now 
once, in the moft folemn manner, 
aflirm before you. 

Confider that my accufer is 
the profefs’d enemy of my 
houfe and family, and that thefe 
Who are acculed as my accom- 
plices, are the very friends, the 
fathers and the brothers of my 
murthered honeft fervants. 

Is it probable that they cou’d 
for my fake, be induced to mur- 
der thefe ; or that I, who have 
been known to love my fitter 
Moirgaret with more than acom- 
mon affection, cou’d be her mur- 
therer? Impoffiole! think on 
thefe circumitances, and weigh 
them well e’er ye determine any 
thing; be not rafh or hatly: 
Ye know not what hereafter may 
appear, that yet is not fufpccted. 

Here the accufed ended his 
defence, which was foon over- 
powered by the number and re- 
peated oaths of the evidences, 
and particularly of his enemy 
Kintair, who afferted that he 
faw him plunge his dagger in the 
brealt of the lady Margaret, and 
faw the others butchering her 
attendants. The fupreme judge 
Was now rifing from his feat, to 


pronounce fentence on the accuted 
lord 
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Jord and his attendants, when a 
voice Was heard crying with the 
utmoft earneftnefs, Forbear! for- 
bear, oh judge! guard well the 
doors that none efcape ; and at 
the fame inftant a woman threw 
herfelf at the feet of the judges, 
-erying out, [ am that Margaret, 
whom this innocent, this belt of 
brothers, is accufed of murder- 
ing s and look well whofe are 
thefe.--- With thefe words the threw 
down the daggers. ‘The court 
all rofe ina moment, aftonifhed 
at her appearance ;_ the brother 
threw himfelf on her neck ina 
tranfport of joy, and the court 
examining the daggers, and find- 
ing on each the name of its 
oWner, demanded of the lady 
the true hiftory of the fact, She 
on this related the whole cata- 
itrophe in the moft pathetick 
terms. And when fhe had heard 
the fentence, intended for her 
brother and his fervants, pafs’d 
on his accufers, retired into a 
Nunnery, and left the innocent, 
but unhappy Seaton in the pof- 
feflicn of his oWn, and the 
feited eftate and titles of his accu- 
fer; which his defcendants, the 
Seatons of that cOuntry, enjoy to 
this day. 


On the Prefent Mortality of the 
horned Cattle; with Dr. Bar- 
ker’s Method of Cure.

O be deeply affected by 
the dreadful calamiiy, 


which the nation fuflers from the 
mortality amongft the cattle, is 
unavoidable; and not to recom- 
mend any thing to the publick, 
which we only think may be of 
general ufe, is unjuft. I hear- 
tily with this diflemp-r amongtt 
the beafts may not be followed 
by one amongit the human {pe- 
cies ; “tis what I greatly fufpect 
on many accounts; and ’tis al- 
moft a wonder that England has 
been fo Jong (much longer than 
ufual) free from the plague. For 
my part, Tam iaclin’d to believe 
the difeafe is curable, and Iam 
forry to fay that the phyficians 
(who are the only perfons capa- 
ble of forming a true judgment 
of the nature, caufes and cure of 
this fatal difeafe) have been un- 
accountably remifs in their ex- 
aminations (and thofe of any 
eminency have never went into 
the fields to make the neceffiry 
obfervations) nor has any thing 
yet appear’d on this fubject (at 
leaft that I have happened to 
meet with) worthy the attention 
of the publick, unlefs it be 
a little pamphlet wrote by Dr. 
Barker, one of the fellows of the 
college of phyficians in London ; 
who has taken fome pains in his 
examinations, and has not only 
made himfelf well acquai t:d 
with the fymptoms of the cattle, 
but has diligently atterdei the 
ciffection of their carcaies. and 
propofed a rational method of 
cure, which he affures the pub- 
lick has prov’d very fuce:{sful. 
Is it not aftonifhing then, when 
fuch facts are_aflerted by a gcn- 
tleman of the dottor’s credit in 
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fion, that his propofal fhould not 
be more generally follow’d 
But, perhaps, meft of the owners 
of cattle, efpecially in the coun- 


try, may be unacquainted with 


it, and as the method of cure is 
mixed with his reafonings on the 
diftemper, I fhall for the fake of 
the publick, and founded upon 
this gentleman’s ingenious eflay, 
propofe the following diilin& 
method of cure 

When a cow is firft difcovered 
to have the dry, husky cough 
(though the does not appear to 
have any worfe fympioms of the 
diforder) let her be taken up from 
grafs, made very clean with 
warm water, and carefully rubb’d 
dry afterwards. Let her be kept 
in a warm place, and well fup- 
ply’d with frefh ftraw. For the 
firft two days let her eat nothing 
but a gallon of bran each day 
made into a hot mafh with water 
only, and each gallon to be di- 
vided into three parts, to be gi- 
ven at three different times. 

After the two firit days are 
over, let her have hay conflantly 
to eat, andthe fame hot mathes 
as before. ———-When the difeafe 
begins to abate, fome boil’d oats 
will be nourifhing and proper.—~ 
Let all the water fhe drinks be 
warm, and the more fhe drinks 
of 1 the better, and for that 


yeafon it fhould be offer’d fre- 


quently. Let a quarter of a 

pound (or more to a {trong cow) 

of Glauber’s falts be given the 

day fhe is taken up, and repeat- 

ed for two mornings afterward. 

The Salt is to be diffolv’d 
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life, and abilities in his profef- 


by boiling it in a pint of water 
for a few minutes, and when it 
is almoft cold, the cow mutt be 
drenched with it. 

Two fetons (or rowels) fhould. 
be direétly made thro’ the dewlap 
in the following manner :———A 
piece of {tick fhould be cut like a 
butcher’s skewer, but then the 
other end of the ftick fhould be 
large enough to admit of having 
a hole made in it fo big, thata 
man might readily thruft his 
fore finger through, which hole 
may be eafily bor’d with a hot 
iron, the end of the fick being 
before cut flat. This is to be 
threaded with fo many pieces of 
handlebond, or good pack- 
thread (each piece a yard long, 
and wax’d with bees-wax) as will © 
make them, when both ends are 
drawn even after threading, full 
as big as a man’s fore-finger. 
Let the whole be rubb’d over 
with butter or lard, and then 
with a fharp penknife let a hole 
be cut (between an affillant’s fin- 
gers, who is to hold it ftrait) 
quite through the dewlap, as - 
near to the flefh undcr it as can 
be without wounding that fleth. 
The penknife is to go in on one 
fide and out of the other, and at 
both fides let the hole be made 
full large enough to admit eafily 
the piece of ftick with the thread 
thro’ it: When the thread is 
drawn juft half way through, 
let it be cut off clofe to the eye 
of the ftick, and both ends of 
the thread ty’d firmly together, 
fo as to make it a kind of aring. 
The part will fwell a little for 
three or four days, during which 
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time fome lard fhould be twice a 
day apply’d all round about it; 
but when it begins to run corrups 
tion, it need have nothing ap- 
ply’d to it, but every day the 
thread muft be pull’d fer a mi- 
nute backwards and forwards 
thro’ the hole to make it run 
more. Another rowel muft be 
made likewife, and in the fame 
manner, at the diftance of about 
four Inches from the firit. Thefe 
fhould be kept in for a fortnight 
at leaft afte: the bealt gets well. 
—An iron inftrument made in 
the fame fhape as the itick is de- 
{crib’d would be rather more con- 
venient. 

Jam farther to obferve, that 
at the very beginning of the cafe 
two ounces and an half of falt- 
petre and fixty drops of oil 
of Vitriol fhould be given in 
a day, and the fame quantity 
ought to be repeated every day, 
till the beaft gets pretty well. 
N.B. This quantity of falt-pe- 
tre and oil of vitriol for ome day 
is to be divided into three dofes, 
and one dofe is to be given at 
three or four hours diftance from 
the other.—-T'he two ounces and 
half of falt-petre is to be boiled 
in three pints of water, till it is 
diffolvd, then put into an 
earthen pot, and the oil of vi- 
triol is to be added to it there, 
and ftirr'd up.—-Perhaps the cow 
will take one third of this, which 
is a dofe, mix’d with the warm 
water, which fhe is to drink, 
but if fhe will not, fhe mutt be 
drench’d. 

The other remedy that  re- 
Mains, and which is of the great- 
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eft confequence of all, is large 
and timely bleedings (for the dif- 
eafe las been proved beyond dif- 
pute to be an ardent fever, and 
an inflammation on the lungs) 
therefore the firit day the beaft 1s 
taken up, let five pints of blood 
be taken away, the next day 
four pints, the next three, and 
the next two: Now I fuppofe all 
this quantity of blood (taken a- 
way in the beginning, when there 
is only a dry, husky cough) will 
generally prove nearly or quite 
fufficient: If, notwichftanding 
this, the cough, the fever, and 
difficulty of breathing increafe, 
the eyes andthe nofe run, and 
the diftemper appears not to be 
conquered, let a quart of biood 


be taken away every day, till the | 


fymptoms begin to go off. 

The owners of cattle fhould 
watch them very narrowly, fo 
that the cafe may be taken in 
hand while they have only the 
dry husky cough $ but if they be 
fo carelefs as to negle&t it, and 
the other {ymptoms abovenamed 
enfue, they muft ufe the faine 
means, tho’ the bleedings then 
requir’d will be rather larger for 
the firft four days, 

If fo large a quantity of blood 
taken away at a time fhould 
make the beaft very faint, the 
fame quantity may be taken at 
twice in the fame day, and this 
may be done without cutting 2 
frefh orifice in the vein, for if 
the pin be taken out, and the 


part ty’d hard, and rubb’d, 


three times bleeding may be 


repeated from the fame Ori- 


fice. 
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If any owners of cattle fhould 
be fo extremely carelefs as to 
fuffer the diflemper to go on 
(without proper help) till the 
milk, eating and chewing the 
cud have left the beatt for two or 
three days, and the Icofcnefs is 
come on, and other fymptoms 
are increasd to a great degree, 
is is then hardly worth while to 
try any remedies at all.——In 
this lafl and deplorable itage, the 
diftemper will have its own 
courfe, and generally terminates 
in death. 

_ Perhaps *twill be thought that 
fuch plentiful bleeding, as is here 


order’d, a defperate remedy. 


I anfwer, “tis not; and 


that a cow can well bear. fucha 
Jofs of blood, and thedefperatenefs 


of the difeafe makes it abfo- 
lutely neceflary, . 

Perhaps fome perfons will try 
this method only in part, and 


not thoroughly keep up to the 


directions in bleeding, or give 
fome other medicines betides 
what are here ordered: But then 
Jet fuch remember, that the 
trial will by no means ke fair. 
Thefe directions (tho’ very 
few in number, and eafily com- 
ply’d with) may probably feem 


tedious: but had they been lefs 


particular, they would have been 
more liabie to miftakes.

Extra@ of Dr. Brocklesly’s Effay 
concerning. the Mortality of the 
horned Cattle, with his Di- . 
rections to Farmers how to 
treat them when infeGed. 


IDEFORE the cattle are 
feiz’d, I recommend, as 


foon as poffible, two featons, or 


pegs, to be put deep into thedew- 
Jap, and into the under part cf 
the neck, and immediately, 
upon refufing fodder, the beaft 
fhould have three quarts anda 
fant of blood taken away ; and, 
after twelve hours, two quarts 
more; afer the next twelve 
hours about three pints may be 
let outs and after the following 
twelve hours diminifh a pint of 
blood from the quantity taken 
away, atthe preceding blocd let- 
ting; laltly, about a fingle pint 
fhould be taken away, in lefs 
than twelve hours afier the fcr- 
mer bleeding ; fo that, when 
the beaft has been blooded five 
times, in the manner here pro- 
poled, the worft fymptoms will 
("tis hoped) abate; but if the dif- 
ficulty and panting for breath 
continue very great, I fee no 
reafon againft repeating bleeding, 
or at leaft againit taking away 
the fifth time initead of a fingle 
pound, twice that quantity. 

In the mean time, the Sea- 
tons, or pegs, fhould be daily 
promoted to iuppuration, by mo- 


ving the cord ; and the cattle 
fhould 
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fhould have as much bran-water, 
as they chufe to drink, luke- 
warm: this fhould be made a 
little tart, or fowrifh, ether with 
‘common vinegar, or fpirit of 
vitriol ; and, immediately after 
the firlt bleeding, they fhould 
have the following drench : 

Take of camphire One dram 
and half; diffulve it in two 
ounces of honey ; add cf 
falt petre one ounce and 
half: mix thefe ina pint 
and half of water-gruel, 
and give this drench imine- 
diately after each blood- 
letting, but the laft; that 
is to fay, you are to give no 
more than four of theie 
Drenches. 

During the whole difeafe, 
the utmoit care imaginable mutt 
be ufed, to keep the fick cattle 
very Warm. 

If, after forty-eight hours, 
the body is not loofened by thefe 
drenches, it would be advifeable 
to add a little fweet oil. to the 
following drench : | 

Take an ounce ef powder of 
wild valerian root, two 
drams of Virginia fnake 

- yoot, and mix them ina 
pintand half of Water-gruel 
for a drench; add to it of 
{weet oil one gill. 

This drench fhould be repeat- 
ed after every twelve hours ; 
and, if the purging come on be- 
fore the third day, it is appre- 
hended the gill of fallad oil 
ought to be omitted, left it in- 
creafe the purging to too great a 
degree. If the ftools continue 
liquid to the eigth day, then it 
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may be advifeable to add to the 
Valerian drench without oil, one 
ounce of Venice-treacle ; and, 
if this does not moderate the 
purging, to repeat the {fame 
quantity of Venice-treacle in 
twelve hours after, continuing 
from the beginning of the third 
day, the Valerian drench every 
twelve hours: Afier that time 
it is prefumed, that there is no 
farther occafion of adding vine- 
gar to the bran-water, which 
ought frequently to be offered ro 


the fick cattle all the time of . 


the diforder. If the purging 
appear to weaken the beaits ex- 
ceedingly, a handful of whiting 
may be added to every gallon of 
bran-water in the boiling ; aad 
in fome cafes it may be proper to 
sive a dofe of Venice-treacle eve2 
onthe fixth day: after which, 
if the crackling of air be very 
great beneath the skin, fever.l 
Incifions fhould be made in the 
moft dependent parts of the 
{welled pincess by which meaus 
fo many more outlets are granted 
to the morbid humours. And, 
by carefully following thefe pre- 
cepts, many cattle may, inall 
probability, get over the difeafe ; 
which is indeed fo dangerous in 
wfelf, that I think no man thar 
fully comprehends its nature, will 
pretend to any fpecific remedy ; 
and for that reaion to fave a 
certain number, that would o- 
therwife be loit, is all I pretend 
to promife from the method kere 
laiddown. ‘The fecond flage of 


this diorder will be eafily cured. 
by promoting the difcharge by 
the featons and incilions made 
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into the skin, all which fhould 
be rubbed daily with equal parts 
of hog’s-lard and Swedifh tar. 

If it be univerfally agreed, 
that putrid, and corrupting ani- 
mals, expofed to the heat of our 
atmofphere, have any influence, 
in propagating peitilential difor- 
ders, | muft, at this time, beg 
leave to differ from the fentiments 
of fome great men, who have re- 
commended to the farmers, to 
cover the dead beaits im the pits, 
with frefh lime, by which means, 
whenever the lime comes to act 
upon them, inftantly arifes that 
fiery, incoercible fpirit, which, 
Boerhaave fays juftly, is the moft 
volatile of all bodies known, and 
when any quantity of it 1s col- 
lected, and applied to the hard- 
eft part of a living animal, it 
very quickly brings on a gan- 
grene, and fphacelus. Now what 
cau be expected from this prac- 
tice, but to fill the air with chefe 
caultic particles, not only from 
the negligence of the farmers, in 
letting the lime lie fome time on 
the dead beafts, before they are 
covered with earth, but becaule, 
the volatility of this falt is fo 
great, that it will eafily pervade 
the {mall covering of mould, 
which they put on at firft; and 
the effect of quick lime upon 
animal fubitances, is found to 
produce a_ higher putrefaCction, 


immediately upon contrat, than 


a whole week’s expofition of the 
dead body to the open air could 
do, and as thofe, who fophiiti- 
cate {pirits of fal armoniac, can 
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witnefs, that much ftronger fpi- 
rits are obtained, and in greater 
quantities, “by adding quick 
lime, than by any other method : 
So, in the prefent cafe, much 
greater quantities of putrid fumes 
are raifed, by the addition of 
quick lime, than could be, if 
the cattle were permitted to rot 
in the open air, I mention thefe 
obfervations, in hopes that proe 
per orders may be again renewed 
to all perfons, concerned about 
cattle, to have them buried, at 
leaft ten foot deep, and imme- 
diately covered, without lime; 
which 1s indeed to be preferred to 
all other methods. But, if this 
practice be too troublefome and 
expenfive, when the farmers, 
by covering with a bag of quick 
lime, can referve the charges of 
filling up the pit, for three or 
four wecks longer, till all the 
cattle are either dead or reco- 
vered ; by which time the quick 
lime hath rendered moft of the 
animal falts volatile, and thereby 
poflibly may have fpread the pu- 
trefaction. Upon thefe confidera- 
tions, with the utmoft deference, 
I fubmit to the judgment of 
others, if it Were not more ad- 
viceable to burn the bodies imme- 
diately after death ; which prac- 
tice was ufcd in the moft remote 
times of antiquity, and prevails 
in fome places to this day. (*). 
But lam far trom recommending 
this method upon any other ac- 
count, than as it is preferable to 
that unfpeakably bad cuftom of 
covering them with quick lime, 
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being fully confcious of fome in- 
conveniencies, which neceflarily 
attend burning, fuch as that of 
deftroying the Pabulum Vite in 
the air, and that of {preading, 
though in a lefs degree, the pu- 
trid fumes, which always arife 
when any animal fubftance is 
heated to a certain degree; and 
laitly, that of raifing the panick 
of fear in people’s minds, by ex- 
pofing to publick view fuch fright- 
ful fights of wo2 : Upon which 
accounts there is no method that 
can be propofed with fafety to 
the publick, but to enjoin thefe 
perfons concerned to bury their 
dead immediately, at leait eight 
or ten fect deep in the earth ; 
which extraordinary expences to 
the impoveriflied farmer, itis to 
be hoped the government will 
take under their wife confidera- 
tion, and enforce the performance 
of this method by fome penal- 
ties, to be inflicted in default of 
compliance.
